Spokane, Wash., Sept. 29. — Outlin­ 
ing the policy of his adm inistration on 
the conservation of natural resources. 
President Taft delivered his long-anti­ 
cipated speech on this subject here. 
He took the stand that while the 
present adm inistration fs pledged to 
follow out the policies of Mr. Roose­ 
velt, such a pledge does not involve 
him in any obligation to carry those 
policies without congressional authori­ 
zation. The president added, however, 
that he would exert every influence on 
congress to enact legislation which 
shall best subserve the requirements 
of the situation. 
President Taft created much enthu­ 
siasm when he announced that he 
would urge upon congress the neces­ 
sity of authorizing the secretary of 
the interior to issue $10,000,000 bonds 
for the completion of irrigation pro­ 
jects in the west upon which work has 
been suspended because of lack of 
funds and Jhe discovery that the pro- 
fj jectors in their enthusiasm did not 
closely observe the lim itations of the 
reclamation 
act. 
Hardships 
have 
been 
worked 
upon 
many 
settlers 
through the suspension of work. 
Sen­ 
ator Borah of Idaho and other west­ 
ern senators and representatives have 
urged upon the president that a bond 
issue was the only way by which jus­ 
tice could be done. 
It was in Spokane a little while ago 
that the national irrigation congress 
met and the Brllinger-Pinchot contro­ 
versy arose. 
Secretary Ballinger was 
criticised by former Governor Pardee 
of California and others in the con­ 
gress for having recommended and se­ 
cured the reopening for entry of lands 
containing water power sites which 
had been withdrawn by Mr. Roosevelt. 
It was asserted that a “w ater power 
tru st” had been formed to take up all 
of these lands and that the strong con- j 
servation policy begun by Mr. Pinchot j 
with the support of Mr. Roosevelt had | 
practically been abandoned. 
President Taft gave credit both to ; 
Mr. Pinchot and to Mr. Ballinger. 
He 
referred to the wonderful work of Mr. 1 
Pinchot and said that while that work 
had brought denunciation at* first, it 
was now generally realized that the 
reforms inaugurated by Mr. Pinchot 
were not only necessary, but should 
have been begun ten years ago. 
The presiodent defended the reopen­ 
ing of lands by the present adminis­ 
tration as a compliance with existing 
laws, and declared 
Mr. Ballinger's 
views are in strict accord with those 
of the adm inistration and will aid in 
putting the Roosevelt policy of con­ 
servation on a firmer basis. 
From here the president went to 
North Yakima, Wash., where he ar­ 
rived early this morning. After a brief 
stay there the president started for 
Seattle, which he will reach at 8:15 
tonight, to pass two days in and about 
the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific exposition.

At the forks of the Fence they picked 
u p W ickwire, K ennedy taking him on 
the u p road, while Sco tt with W hisper­ 
ing Sm ith cro ssed to the Crawling 
Stone. W’hen Sm ith and Sco tt reached 
the Frenchm an they parted to cover in 
tu rn each of the trails by which it is 
possible to get ou t of the river co u ntry 
tow ard the Park and W illiam s Cache.

Fulton Celebration Attracts Greatest 


Crowd Ever Gathered in Nzw York 


— Over a Route Five Miles in Length 


the Parade Stretched Its Way, Only 


Minor Accidents Marking Crushes 


Which

the 


Event. 


New^ York, Sept. 23.—Before envoys 
of twenty-one nations participating in 
the Hu dson -Fu lton 
celebration, through 
streets ablaze with bunting and lined 
with the greatest crowds ever gath­ 
ered in New York. 20,000 men and 
fifty-four floats paraded. 
From 110th street, along Central 
Park West. 
Fifty-ninth 
street 
and 
down 
l^ifth 
avenue to 'Washington 
Square in ihe lower part of the city— 
the route of the parade and a distance 
of ov er five miles—it is estimated that 
more than 
two million people gath 
ered—on the grou n d, roofs, towers, 
on 
poles, at win dows and in grandstands 
erected for almost the entire length of 
the route. 
Mayor George B. McClellan and Her­ 
man Ridder, vice president of the Hud- 
son-Fulton 
celebration 
commission, 
headed the parade. 
They covered the 
entire distance afoot. 
There was no 
military show, no distinguished per 
sonages in vehicles. All except mount­ 
ed platoons of police being afoot. 
A number of 
the patriotic floats 
were wildly cheered. 
Among them 
were 
“ Pulling Down the Statue of 
George III ”; “ Publishing the Constitu­ 
tion” ; 
“ Storming of Stony Point” ; 
“ Capture of Andre,” and “ Washington 
Taking Oath of Office." 
It was before a distinguished gath 
ering, seated in a court of honor on 
the grounds of the new public library 
at Forty-second street and Fifth ave­ 
nue, that the paraders passed. 
Vice 
President Sherman was flanked on 
either side by Admirals Lepord and 
Seymour of the French and English 
squadrons, 
respectively. 
Governor 
Hughes, Seth Low, 
Prince Kuni of 
J apan and the German grand admiral, 
Von Koester, were seated near by. 
Others in the official reviewing stand 
were Rear Admiral Seaton Schroeder 
of the Atlantic fleet and his staff; Ma­ 
jor General O. O. Howard, and Su­ 
preme Court J ustice Brewer. 
Tammany, with a thousand stalwart 
members in frock coats and high hats, 
made a picturesque showing.

It necessitated mili­ 
tary severity on the part of the police 
to save the creations from being torn 
to pieces. 
The police had never before been 
called upon to handle so large a crowd, 
and acquitted themselves with credit, 
for the line of march was kept well 
cleared and in the crushes there were 
only minor accidents, the victims of 
which generally were nervous women. 
Near Madison Square a diner in one of 
the fashionable restaurants threw a 
handful of dimes and nickels to the 
sidewalk below, precipitating a scram­ 
ble which gave the police considerable 
trouble. 
More than 6.000 sailors from all the 
ships now assembled in New York 
harbor attended the performance at 
the Hippodrome last night as the 
guests of the Hudson-Fulton commis­ 
sion. 
Practically every seat in the 
vast theater was occupied by a blue­ 
jacket of one nation or another, and 
all hobnobbed together, swapping cig­ 
arettes and tobacco, and exchanging 
pleasantries. 
Dr. Frederick A. Cook, Governor 
Hughes of New York, and Governor 
Fort of New J ersey were among the 
guests last night at a banquet ten­ 
dered by the citizens of uptown New 
York to distinguished visitors at the 
celebration.
